I Hoſe who aim at Excellency in this moſt uſeful and ne- 


ceſſary Art, ought to be accommodated with proper 


ork, as, 1. A good Light right over 
2. A Desk to write on, or ſomething leaning, 
that you may be able to fit upright, with more Eaſe to the 
Body, and leſs Trouble to the Head, than bowing and holding 
3- To have a good Penknife to be kept always keen, 
iece of Leather with Oyl. 4. To be 
provided with good Quills ef a Gooſe or Raven: If they are 
too hard, ſteep them in Water; if too ſoft, lay them a ſhort 
Space in Embers ; ſcrape the Quill with the Baek of your Pen- 
knife, then cut off about a Quarter of an Inch, or a Finger's 
Breadth, from the End; enter the Knife juſt at the End of its 
Backſide where you have cut; then put in the looſe End of 
your Quill, and holding your left Thumb on the Back thereof, 
you may, by twitching up the End of your Quill, make a Slit 
either long or ſhort, as you pleaſe ; when you have ſeraped your 
Quill ſmooth, not too ſoft nor thin, cut each Side alike, and pre- 
ſerve the Slit to ſuch a Length, that you may write ſoft or hard, 
as you pleaſe ; and placing it on your Thumb, hold your Knife 


a little 
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x little floping; and cut the End of your Nib ; but before you 
cut. it through, turn your Knife downright, and cut it off: 
Y.ou may faſhion it as you pleaſe, broader or narrower, ac 
cording to the Size of the Letter you intend to write. 
Being furniſhed with a good Pen, next conſider how to hold 
and manage it like a Penman; for, 
What's Great Goliah's Spear, the ſeven-fold Shield, 
Scandezberg's Sword, to one that cannot wield 
Such Weapons? Or what means a wellicut Quill, 
In th untaught Hand of him that has no Skill ? 
Obſerve then to place your Thumb on the Side of your Pen 
next your Breaft, higheſt of all: Place your fore finger next to 
the Top of your Pen, and permit it to reach about a Quarter 
of an Inch beneath the End of your Thumb. Laſtly, place 
your middle Finger ſomewhat lower than that on the fartheſt 
Side of the Pen, the two Fingers being in a manner extended 
to their full Length, the Thumb only riſing in the Joint. Your 
Hand being thus prepared for your Pen, your Pen for that, 
and your Paper for both, which muſt lie ſtrait before you ; 
your Arm being laid right forth, and your Elbow even with 
the midſt of the End thereof, it being ruled either with ſingle 
or double Lines, with a ſmall Pair of Compaſſes, ſet at ſuch 
a Diſtance as may fit the Depth of the Hand you write; or a 
Quill cut forked for that Purpoſe way do as well. Then take 
your Ink up ſparingly, with the hallow fide of your Pen down- 
ward; it being free from Hairs, or any thing that may, hinder 
the free Paſſage of .the Ink, you may then begin to write 
Copies; ſome of which I have here inſerted for the Aſſiſtance 
| of young Learners, which being often written over, will ſoon 
| teach you to write to Perfection. 

In order whereunto you muſt firſt imitate an Alphabet of 
ſmall Letters of the Hand you intend to write _ practiſe 
ſuch Letters firſt, as may help to the making of one another: 
As for Example; firſt make a ſmall i, then with a ſmall Stroke 
from the Top joined to another #, it will make ; add a third 
i, and it makes ; if you make two 7's, with a ſmall Stroke 
at the Bottom, it will make an #; and the like, as your own 
Obſervation will direct you.

Some write, that Weight and Long Meaſure were originally 
deduced from a Barley Corn taken out of the Middle of the
